Pupils  in  an  Illinois  junior  high  school  were  asked  to  bring  to  the  classroom  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  following  lines: 

1.  When  did  the  ancestors  of  yourself  immigrate  into  the  U.  S.  A.  ,  and  why? 

2.  Where  the  immigrants  settled  and  why  was  this  place  chosen?  Was  their  choice  a  farm  or 

a  town?  Was  climate  a  factor? 

3.  Were  the  male  members  skilled  in  any  special  work?  Any  interesting  outcome  of  the 

adjustment? 

4.  Was  there  a  religious  factor? 

5.  Are  there  any  interesting  family  characters  learned  about? 

6.  Were  any  male  ancestors  involved  in  military  service  to  our  country  or  to  the  country 

from  which  they  came,  especially  Revolutionary  or  Civil  Wars? 

Questions  so  well  conceived  would  put  the  most  experienced  gatherer  of  family  history 
to  deep  exertion.  When  a  grandson  of  the  author  sent  these  questions  to  the  author,  a  letter 
4vas  speedily  dispatched  on  Nov.  21,  1961.  Included  in  the  present  statement  is  some  further 
response.  Unfortunately,  this  effort  to  make  more  precise  some  of  the  data  requested  eleven 
months  ago  still  falls  short  of  the  mark.  Limitations  of  a  busy  life  and  limitations  of  space 
allotted  conspire  to  cause  this  statement  to  be  far  from  systematic  or  complete.  Also,  where 
the  bridge  of  proof  of  ancestry  appears  weak,  the  author  has  dumped  a  load  of  miscellaneous 
data,  hoping  that  in  due  course  the  bridge  may  become  established. 

The  parents  of  the  inquirer  and  of  his  two  sisters  and  two  brothers,  are  in  generation 
2,  of  course.  The  designation,  generation  3  is  applied  to  the  four  grandparents,  three  of 
whom,  along  with  a  97-year-old  representative  of  generation  4,  are  living.  Back  of  these 
six  living  ancestors,  what  other  families  have  poured  influence  down  the  genetic  channels  in 
the  past  3  centuries  or  more  since  European  settlement  began  on  our  Atlantic  seaboard? 


Even  a  meager  reference  to  persons  in  one' fe  third  back  to  thirteenth  generation  can 
give  a  descendant  a  broader  sense  of  his  relation  to  mankind  in  motion  through  time.  Nor 
does  a  family  list  have  to  be  studded  with  widely  known  names  to  give  its  current  members 
consciousness  of  the  impact  of  moving  forces  to  which  earlier  members  responded.  The 
features  of  personality,  where  recorded,  are  often  exaggerated  as  brought  down  by  tradition. 
Unfortunately,  for  the  sake  of  interest  in  individual  human  beings  the  summaries  that  follow 
^  in  these  notes  give  little  emphasis  to  strength  or  frailty  of  character.  Much  that  is  rugged 
was  required  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  meeting  the  frontier  challenges  that  American 
v pioneers  faced.  Nor  did  war  spare  these  families  its  heavy  demands. 

Ty  1  The  author's  choice  of  the  family  of  the  inquiring  grandson  for  special  prominence  in  this 
summary  is  not  a  result  of  favoritism.  Little  opportunity  has  arisen  to  trace  ancestry  of 
his  daughter-in-law.  Preliminary  results  of  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  younger  son-in-law, 
while  very  promising  of  long  lines  into  Virginia,  have  not  been  confirmed.  In  the  case  of 
the  older  son-in-law,  husband  of  the  author's  firstborn,  the  legacy  of  Welsh  Quaker  records 
presented  an  irresistible  temptation.  Here  one  enters  upon  the  labors  of  many  tireless 
workers.  The  families  of  the  author's  younger  daughter  Barbara  whose  husband  is  John 
Warllck  McDonald,  Jr.  ,  a  Foreign  Service  Officer,  U.  S.  Department  of  State,  and  of  son 
"Chuck"  (C.  L.  ,  Jr.),  member  of  a  leading  Chicago  law  firm,  Mayer,  Friedlich,  Spiess, 
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Tierney,  Brown  and  Platt,  are  no  less  precious  to  the  author  than  that  of  his  older  son-in- 
law.  If  later  years  enable  research  to  be  productive  in  the  lines  of  Gastrock  and  Ehrlich, 
and  of  McDonald  and  Rayner,  the  author  will  be  moved  to  give  its  results  a  permanent  form. 
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Robert  Ayliffe  Binfield  (3)  married  Olive  Agnes  Larkin  (3),  after  his  parents 
Stephen  Bartlett  Binfield  (4)  and  Lucy  Woodford  Binfield  (4)  brought  him  from 
f  olke stone,  County  of  Kent,  England,  to  this  country.  The  motive  of  this  migration 
one  believes  to  be  economic.  The  Binfield  and  Ayliffe  ancestry  has  been  detailed 
elsewhere.  The  Larkins  were  early  in  Pennsylvania.  John  Larkin  (4)  married 
Matilda  Sheley  (4).  He  was  in  an  Iowa  regiment  during  the  Civil  War  and  wrote 
to  Matilda,  letters  several  of  which  have  been  preserved.  The  Sheley  family  came 
into  Ohio  from  Virginia,  and  I  think  I  have  the  immigrant  arriving  on  a  boat  in  1744. 
Father  of  Matilda  Sheley  Larkin  (4)  was  John  S.  Sheley  (5),  who  married  Elizabeth 
Bailey  (5).  The  father  of  John  S.  Sheley  (5)  was  Samuel  Sheley  (6)  who  married 
Phoebe  Ashfield  (6).  The  father  of  Samuel  Sheley  (6)  was  John  Sheley  (7)  who 
married  Margaret  Davis  (7),  daughter  of  William  Davis  (8),  of  Virginia. 

The  father  of  John  Larkin  (4)  was  Rees  Larkin  (5),  who  married  Agnes 
Roberts  (5).  The  father  of  Rees  Larkin  (5)  was  Joseph  Larkin  (6)  who  married 
Rachel  Rees  (6).  The  father  of  Joseph  Larkin  (6)  was  Joseph  Larkin  (7),  who  was 
born  in  1739,  and  who  married  in  1766  Ann  Salkeld  (7),  who  had  been  born  Sept. 

27,  1747,  at  Chester,  Pa.  Father  of  Joseph  Larkin  (7),  1739-1826,  was  John 
Larkin  (8),  who,  on  Oct.  29,  1738,  married  Esther  Shelley  (8),  daughter  of  Roger 
Shelley  (9)  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  (9)  John  Larkin  (8)  was  son  of  John  Larkin  (9). 

Ann  Salkeld  (7)  was  daughter  of  John  Salkeld  (8),  whose  life-span  was  Oct.  12, 

1709,  to  Jan.  24,  1777,  and  who  on  Nov.  13,  1731/2  married  Elizabeth  Worrall  (8). 
John  Salkeld  (8),  1709-1777,  was  son  of  John  Salkeld  (9),  whose  life-span  was  1672 
to  Sept.  20,  1739,  and  who,  on  April  27,  1701,  was  received  at  Philadelphia  monthly 
meeting,  Society  oi  Friends  (Quakers)  on  certificate  from  Cumberland,  Ireland,  and 
the  Barbadoes.  John  Salkeld  (9),  on  Sept.  9,  1704,  married  Agnes  Powley  (9), 
daughter  of  Edmund  Powley  (10),  who  died  in  1702,  and  of  his  wife  Agnes  (10). 

John  Salkeld  (9)  was  son  of  Thomas  Salkeld  (10),  but  I  do  not  know  that  this  Thomas 
came  to  America.  Elizabeth  Worrall  (8)  was  daughter  of  John  Worrall  (9)  whose 
life-span  was  from  July  18,  1658  to  1742,  and  his  wife,  Sara  Goodwin  (9),  daughter 
of  Thomas  Goodwin  (10).  John  Worrall  (9),  1658-1742,  was  son  of  John  Worrall  (10), 
1618-17  33,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  (10).  Possibly  the  family  of  Rachel  Rees  (6)  had  no 
less  Pennsylvania  Welsh  background  than  that  of  her  husband  Joseph  Larkin  (6),  but 
the  facts  have  not  been  established. 

The  parents  of  Agnes  Roberts  (5)  were  Ezekiel  Roberts  (6),  (1775-  )  and 

Ann  Doyle  (6),  (1777-  ),  married  March  24,  1796.  Her  immediate  Doyle  family 

began  residence  in  Northumberland  County,  Pa.  ,  in  1784,  and  in  the  portion  of  that 
county  from  which  Columbia  County  was  eventually  cut  is  Catawissa,  where  a  monthly 
meeting  of  Quakers  was  affiliated  with  by  Ezekiel  Feb.  27,  1798.  Ann  Doyle  Roberts 
joined  the  same  meeting  in  1800.  I  suspect  Ann  of  connection  with  Thomazine,  George 
Jr.,  and  Robert  F.  Doyle,  who  took  400  acres  each  in  that  area,  Jan.  23,  1793.  From 
the  Catawissa  area  to  the  Newmarket  area  of  Ontario,  Canada,  Ezekiel,  Ann  and  four 
minor  children  migrated  and  were  accepted  July  25,  1807,  at  the  Yonge  Street  monthly 
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meeting  of  Quakers,  this  family  being  then  resident  in  Uxbridge  Township,  York 
County,  which  was  the  home  district  of  "Upper  Canada".  The  Canadian  Quaker 
records  name  Ezekiel's  parents,  but  not  the  parents  of  Ann,  the  latter  presumably 
being  non-Quakers.  The  four  children  were  shown  with  birth  dates  as  follows: 

Joseph,  Dec.  5,  1799,  Mary,  Feb.  27,  1801,  Agnes,  Mar.  4,  1803  she  later 
married  Rees  Larkin  (5)  and  George  June  19,  1805.  In  Canada  were  born  Charles, 

Jan.  19,  1808,  John,  Mar.  13,  1810,  Ann  (or  Nancy),  June  14,  1812,  and  Esther, 
June  18,  1815.  On  August  19,  1817,  all  of  this  family  but  Mary  (did  she  marry  in 
Canada  or  die  there?)  after  being  accepted  at  Short  Creek  monthly  meeting  in  East 
Ohio,  was  given  a  certificate  to  another  East  Ohio  monthly  meeting,  that  of  Plain- 
field.  One  notes  that  Ezekiel  could  not  have  been  in  the  armed  forces  in  the  war  of 
1812-14  on  the  side  of  the  states.  Most  Quakers  did  not  choose  to  bear  arms.  Ann 
Doyle  Roberts  apparently  died  between  1823  and  1829,  but  it  was  April  22,  1841, 
before  a  record  of  second  marriage  of  Ezekiel  appears.  Then  he  married  Elizabeth 
Ann  Griffith.  One  naturally  thinks  of  Ann  Doyle  in  connection  with  the  Bucks  County 
Doyles  whose  activities  helped  to  enable  Doylestown  to  replace  Newtown  as  the 
county  seat  of  Bucks  County.  From  1730  there  were  Doyle  men  named  in  Bucks 
County,  but  before  that,  in  Buckingham  Township,  one  Elizabeth  Doyle  was  married 
to  Joseph  Fell,  March  10,  1711.  Whether  Ann  Doyle  came  of  a  family  immigrating 
about  the  middle  of  the  1700s  or  before  is  not  established.  The  Canadian  records 
fix  her  birth  as  Dec.  19,  1777,  but  do  not  state  where. 

The  parents  of  EzekiePRoberts  (6)  were  Cadwalader  Roberts  (7)  who  married 
Mary  Shoemaker  (7).  This  Cadwalader  Roberts  is  probably  the  one  shown  as 
Revolutionary  soldier.  This  Cadwalader  Roberts  (7)  married  Mary  Shoemaker  (7). 
Parents  of  Mary  Shoemaker  (7)  were  Richard  Shoemaker  (8)  and  Agnes  (8).  Parents 
of  Richard  Shoemaker  (8)  were  George  Shoemaker  (9),  1663-1741,  and  his  wife 
Sarah  Wall  (9).  Sarah  Wall  (9)  was  daughter  of  Richard  Wall,  Jr.  (10)  and  Rachel  (10). 
George  Shoemaker  (9)  was  son  of  George  Shoemaker  (10)  and  of  Sarah  (10)  who  were 

married  in  Heidelberg,  Germany  in  1662. 

> 

The  parents  of  Cadwalader  Roberts  (7)  were  Robert  Roberts  (8)  and  Sarah 
Ambler  (8).  The  parents  of  Sarah  Ambler  (8)  were  Joseph  Ambler  (9)  and  Anna 
Williams  (9).  Probable  parents  of  Joseph  Ambler  (9)  were  Joseph  Ambler  and  Sarah 
Jerman,  whose  marriage  permission  was  granted  Sept.  30,  1688,  by  the  Philadelphia 
monthly  meeting.  There  is  a  town  north  of  Philadelphia  called  Ambler.  Ambler 
family  representatives  were  in  Cheshire  and  in  Dorsetshire  in  early  Quaker  history. 

The  parents  of  Robert  Roberts  (8)  were  Cadwalader  Roberts  (9),  born  June  1, 
1673,  near  Bala,  Marionethshire  Wales,  who  removed  in  advance  of  his  parents  to 
Gwynedd,  Pa.  ,  where  he  married  Eleanor  Humphrey  (9).  Eleanor  Humphrey  Roberts 
(9)  was  the  daughter  of  Humphrey  Ellis  (10),  who  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Ellis  (11). 
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The  parents  of  Cadwalader  Roberts  (9)  were  Robert  Cadwalader  (10)  and  his 
wife  Jane  John  (10),  who  removed  to  Gwynedd,  Pa.  ,  from  Bala,  Wales,  between  1698 
and  1700.  Roberts  ancestry  has  been  traced  to  several  noble  families  of  Wales,  Eng¬ 
land  and  France  in  generations  before  the  migration  of  these  scions  to  Pennsylvania. 

(See  Appendix) 

Religious  as  well  as  economic  factors  appear  to  have  brought  into  the  New  World 
not  only  the  members  of  the  family  of  Roberts,  but  the  Ambler,  Davis,  Ellis,  Humphrey, 
John,  Larkin,  Powley,  Rees,  Salkeld,  Shelley,  Shoemaker,  Williams  and  Worrall 
families.  Not  all  of  these  are  Welsh.  Some  are  English.  Shoemaker  migrants  came 
from  Germany. 

The  preceding  pertains  to  the  forebears  of  Richard  Ayliffe  Binfield.  We  will  now 
do  some  tracing  on  the  family  of  his  wife,  Mary  Margaret  Stewart  Binfield.  Her  par¬ 
ents  are  Ruth  Want  Stewart  (3)  and  the  author,  Charles  Leslie  Stewart(3).  The  parents 
of  Ruth  (3)  are  the  Reverend  Mr.  Marquis  Melville  (originally  Melville  Marquis)  Want 

(4) ,  who  was  born  February  19,  1866,  Lawrence,  Kansas,  and  Mary  Eliza  Fulton  (4), 
1867-1909,  a  native  of  County  Tyrone,  Northern  Ireland.  Mary  Eliza  Fulton  (4)  was 
brought  across  the  Atlantic  and  to  Champaign  County,  Illinois,  when  one  year  old.  She 
was  brought  by  her  mother,  Elizabeth  Ann  Eulton(5)  and  the  two  joined  Henry  Fulton  (5) 
in  the  south  part  of  Champaign  County,  Henry  having  migrated  a  few  weeks  before  this 
daughter  was  born  March  26,  1867.  Henry  (5)  was  son  of  George  Fulton  (6)  and  grandson 
of  George  Fulton  (7).  Elizabeth  Ann  (5)  was  daughter  of  Thomas  Fulton  (6),  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Thomas  Fulton  (7).  The  great-grandparents  of  Henry  (5)  and  Elizabeth  Ann 

(5)  were  Thomas  Fulton  (8)  and  Mary  McClelland  (8).  Thomas  Fulton  (8)  died  about  the 
time  of  the  American  Revolution.  The.  migration  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Ann  and  of  some 
other  Fulton  relatives  who  preceded  them  into  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee  and  Illinois  was 
a  result  of  potato  failures  and  other  economic  difficulties  in  Ireland,  especially  in  the 
northern  counties. 

Parents  of  the  Reverend  Mr.  Want  (4)  were  George  Washington  Want  (5)  and 
Nancy  Margaretta  Tyler  (5).  G.  W.  Want's  parents  were  John  Thomas  Want  (6)  and 
Ann  Higgins  (6),  who  were  married  in  London  in  1809,  and  after  a  few  years  in  three 
cities  of  Canada  (Quebec,  Perth  and  Kingston)  and  a  short  period  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa,  > 
settled  in  New  Albany,  Indiana,  and  then  became  a  merchant  in  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
just  across  the  Ohio  River.  Tradition  credits  John  Thomas  Want  (6)  with  being  captain 
of  a  British  (merchant?)  ship.  In  any  case  he  held  British  citizenship  through  the  U.  S. 
Civil  War.  Two  of  his  sons,  George  W.  (5)  and  Joshua,  whose  firstborn,  Ann,  was 
born  in  Coles  County,  Illinois,  were  citizens  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  Joshua  spent  the 
Civil  War  period  in  service  with  a  Kansas  regiment,  having  real  estate  in  Linn  County. 

A  few  years  after  his  Civil  War  service,  George  W.  Want  (5)  was  farming  in  Linn 
County,  but  was  earlier  in  other  counties  of  that  state.  In  Douglas  County  seat, 
Lawrence,  M.  M.  (4)  was  born.  From  Linn  County  Nancy  M.  and  her  daughter  and 
four  sons  returned  to  Kansas,  Edgar  County,  Illinois  in  1873.  John  Thomas  Want  (6) 
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was  son  of  Thomas  Want  (7)  and  Ann  (7).  Ann  Higgins  (6)  was  daughter  of 

Joseph  Higgins  (7)  and  Mary  (7).  Earlier  members  of  the  family  of  Want  were 

numerous  in  Hertfordshire  and  Essex,  and  in  Suffolk,  just  north  of  Essex  is  Want's 
Valley,  which  has  borne  the  name,  Wantisden,  since  before  the  Domesday  survey  in 
1086. 


The  mother  of  M.  M.  Want  (4),  that  is  Nancy  Margaretta  Tyler  (5),  was  the 
daughter  of  Sarah  E.  Coombs  (6)  and  Moses  Tyler  (6),  the  latter  born  in  1802,  Clark 
County,  Indiana,  or  in  1799,  if  the  Humboldt,  Illinois,  tombstone  is  trusted.  Sarah 
E.  Coombs  (6)  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Coombs  (7)  and  Rachel  Herron  (7).  Rachel 
Herron  (7)  was  daughter  of  William  Herron  (8)  and  Agnes  B.  (8).  Joseph  Coombs  (7) 
was  the  son  of  John  Coombs  (8)  and  Elce  or  Alice  Jolly  (8).  Elce  (Alice)  Jolly  (8)  was 
the  daughter  of  Letitia  Nelson  (9)  and  Samuel  Jolly  (9).  Letitia  Nelson  (9)  was 
daughter  of  Henry  Nelson  (10)  and  his  second  wife  Alice  Wildman  (10),  she  being 
daughter  of  Martin  Wildman  (11)  and  Ann  Ward  (11),  and  granddaughter  of  John  Ward 
(12)  and  Ann  (12).  The  first  wife  of  Henry  Nelson,  namely  Alice  Hayhurst,  died 

not  long  after  the  1708  marriage,  and  he  married  Alice  Wildman  Oct.  2,  1719.  Letitia 
Nelson  was  born  in  1721.  James  Nelson,  brother  of  Letitia,  in  his  will  of  June  4,  1753, 
mentions  his  sister  Letitia  Bell  and  her  daughter  Ann  Bell,  William  Bell  having  become 
the  second  husband  of  Letitia.  As  late  as  Sept.  7,  1767,  Letitia  was  living  with  this 
second  husband  in  Paxton  township,  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  It  is  likely  that  Samuel 
Jolly  and  Letitia  had  begun  to  live  in  Lancaster  County  not  long  after  1740,  but  at  least 
a  few  months  of  their  married  life  appear  to  have  been  spent  in  Bucks  County.  Henry 
Nelson  (10)  was  an  assemblyman  in  the  Pennsylvania  legislature,  a  representative  of 
Bucks  County.  Martin  Wildman  (11)  and  wife  Ann  (11)  were  Quakers,*  migrating  from 
Lancashire,  Dr  gland. 

The  father  of  Nancy  Margaretta  Tyler  Want  (5),  namely  Moses  Tyler  (6)  was 
son  of  Oswell  Tyler  (7)  and  Peggy  Reed  (Reid?)  (7).  This  couple  migrated  a  short 
distance  from  the  Tyler  homestead  a  few  miles  east  of  Louisville  in  Jefferson  County, 
Kentucky,  to  the  north  central  part  of  Clark  County,  Indiana.  Moses  (6),  son'  of 
Oswell  (7)  migrated  from  Indiana  into  Illinois,  having  land  in  eastern  Coles  County. 
Father  of  Oswell  (7)  was  Moses  Tyler  (8),  who  married  Phoebe  Evans  (8),  probably 
in  southwestern  Pa.  ,  or  northern  West  Virginia.  Phoebe  Evans  (8)  was  daughter  of 
David  Evans  (9)  and  Mary  (9),  who  held  property  in  northern  Delaware  before 
migrating  to  Western  Pennsylvania,  near  where  the  Tyler  family  halted  for  a  while 
in  their  migration  from  Frederick  County,  Virginia  (since  the  Civil  War,  Frederick 
County,  West  Virginia).  The  Evans  family  was  Welsh  and  during  the  Revolution 
brothers  of  Phoebe  were,  with  one  exception,  on  the  side  of  the  Revolution. 

Parents  of  Moses  Tyler  (8),  husband  of  Phoebe  (8),  were  Edward  Tyler  (9), 
Revolutionary  soldier,  as  shown  in  a  plaque  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  Nancy  or 
Ann  Langley  (9),  Nancy  or  Ann  Langley  (9)  was  probably  the  daughter  or  granddaughter 
of  Moses  Langley,  and  descended  from  Langley  forebears  early  in  eastern,  but  not 
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eastern  shore,  Virginia.  Like  Moses  Tyler  (8)  Edward  Tyler  (9),  his  father,  was  active 
in  fighting  Indians  operating  to  support  the  English.  Parents  of  Edward  Tyler  (9)  were 
Edward  Tyler  (10)  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Duvall  (10).  This  couple  had  no  part  in  migra¬ 
tion  west  of  Prince  Georges  County,  Maryland.  Parents  of  Elizabeth  Duvall  Tyler  (10) 
were  Elizabeth  Ijams  (11)  and  Samuel  Duvall  (11).  Elizabeth  Ijams  Duvall  (11)  was  the 
daughter  of  Elizabeth  Cheney  (12)  and  William  Ijams  (12).  Elizabeth  Cheney  (12)  was 
the  daughter  of  Charity  (13)  and  Richard  Cheney  (13).  A  birth  record  from 

East  Anglia  for  Richard  Cheney  appears  to  allow  tracing  of  Cheney  ancestors  into  the 
1400s. 


Edward  Tyler  (9)  husband  of  Elizabeth  Duvall  (9)  was  the  son  of  Susanna  Duvall 
(10)  and  Robert  Tyler  (10).  Susanna  Duvall  (10)  was  a  sister  of  Samuel  Duvall  (10)  and 
at  the  same  time  the  daughter  of  Mareen  Duvall  (11),  and  Susanna  (11),  just  as 

Samuel  (10)  was  a  son  of  the  same  couple  (11).  Marriages  among  first  cousins  in  Mary¬ 
land  were  not  unusual. 

In  Virginia  Ancestry  of  President  Truman  ,  an  article  in  Tyler’s  Quarterly 
Magazine.  30,  1  (July  1948),  pages  45  and  46,  it  is  stated  that  Mareen  Duvall  was  a 
French  Huguenot  who  fled  from  Nantes  about  1650  and  came  as  one  of  150  adventurers 
brought  to  Maryland  by  Colonel  William  Burgess.  Mareen  Duvall  (11)  became  a 
successful  merchant  and  planter  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Md.  "When  political  in¬ 
fluences  were  most  active  during  the  Revolution  of  1689  Mareen  Duvall  was  among 
the  leaders  who  sustained  the  Lord  Proprietary."  He  left  a  long  but  intelligent  will 
dated  August  2,  1694.  A  volume  of  588  pages,  including  the  Duvall  coat-of-arms, 
was  published  under  the  title,  Mareen  Duvall  of  the  Middle  Plantation,  by  Harry  Wright 
Newman.  Among  that  author’s  other  books  are:  Anne  Arundel  Gentry,  Charles  County 
Gentry,  Heraldic  Maryland.  Maryland  Revolutionary  Records,  and  Seigniory  in  Early 
Maryland,  all  of  which  can  be  consulted  with  helpful  results. 

Robert  Tyler  (10),  the  immigrant,  arrived  in  Maryland  from  England  about  the 
middle  of  the  17th  Century  and  settled  on  Patuxent  River  in  Calvert  County.  His  wife 
was  Joan  Reade  (10),  widow  of  Captain  George  Reade,  but  her  maiden  name  is  not  avail¬ 
able.  No  direct  ties  with  John  Tyler,  who  served  as  president,  are  to  be  established, 
except  as  research  in  England  might  reveal  them.  Robert  Tyler  (10)  acquired  upwards 
of  a  thousand  acres  in  Prince  Georges  County,  and  is  described  in  court  records  as  of 
"Resurrection  Manor"  and  of  "Brough".  He  was  active  in  state  matters,  as  state  records 
show. 


The  family  of  Mary  Margaret  Stewart  Binfield's  father's  mother,  namely 
Tryphena  Margaret  Brooks  Stewart  Duncan  (4),  1860-1948,  married  James  Gray  Stewart 
(4)  in  Cass  County,  Illinois  (both  were  citizens  of  Shelby  County),  March  9,  1881. 
Tryphena  was  the  second  wife  of  James  Gray  Stewart,  his  first  wife  having  been  Eliza¬ 
beth  Friedley,  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Stuart  Friedley.  Tryphena’s  step- 
motherhood  to  Jessie,  the  only  child  by  the  first  marriage  to  survive  the  mother's 
death,  was  not  long-lived,  for  Jessie  died  young.  Tryphena  (4)  was  named  for  a  sister 
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of  her  mother,  Martha  Damarias  Selby  (5),  who  in  the  same  year  she  was  born, 
November  following  January  19,  1830,  Martha  D.  (5)  was  brought  from  near 
Miller sburg,  Nicholas  County,  Kentucky,  to  a  farm  four  miles  north  of  Shelby  - 
ville ,  Shelby  County,  Illinois.  Parents  of  Martha  D.  (5)  were  Martha  (Patsy)  C. 
Cottingham  (6)  and  her  husband  Barkley  Townsend  Selby  (6).  Patsy's  parents  were 
Margaret  Townsend  (7)  and  her  husband  John  Cottingham  (7),  a  native  of  the 
Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  and  a  member  of  the  Maryland  militia  during  the  Revo¬ 
lution.  Parents  of  John  Cottingham  (7)  were  Thomas  Cottingham  (8)  and  Comfort 

(8).  Parents  of  Thomas  Cottingham  (8)  were  Mary  Long  (9)  and  Thomas 
Cottingham  (9).  Father  of  Mary  Long  (9)  was  Randall  (Randolph)  Long  (10). 

Parents  of  Randall  Long  (10)  were  Samuel  Long  (11),  deceased  1675,  and  Jane 
Minshall  ( 1 1 X ,  deceased  1692,  their  marriage  having  been  February  15,  1667. 
Parents  of  Jane  Minshall  Long  (11)  were  Frances  Carsley  (12)  and  Gefery  (Jefry 
t  and  secondary  spellings)  Minshall  (Mentiale  and  secondary  spellings)  (12),  of 

Northampton  County,  Virginia,  and  Somerset  County,  Maryland,  Frances  Carsley 
Minshall  (12)  was  the  daughter  of  Henry  Carsley  (Kearsley)  (13),  Northampton  Co. 
Va.  ,  who  arrived  in  Virginia,  1623,  in  ship  Providence,  and  Elizabeth  (13). 

Gefery  M.inshall  (12)  (1620-<^»  167^),  son  of  Richard  Mdnshall  (13)  yeoman,  Wist- 
aston  parish,  Cheshire,  and  Ellen  Goldsmith  (13)  Nantwich,  Cheshire,  was  in 
Virginia  by  1646  and  married  to  Frances  in  1650.  (See  the  author  s  Jef f r ey 
Minshall,  Migrant  to  the  Eastern  Shore).  The  father  of  Thomas  Cottingham  (9) 
was  Charles  Cottingham  (10).  Parents  of  Charles  Cottingham  (10)  were  Mary 
Dixon  (11)  and  Thomas  Cottingham  (11).  Parents  of  Mary  Dixon  (11)  were  Ambrose 
Dixon  (12)  and  Mary  (12).  Ambrose  Dixon,  a  Quaker,  irritated  Virginia  authorities 
in  Northampton  and  Accomac  counties  before  finding  Somerset  County,  Maryland 
to  his  taste.  Early  a  caulker  of  boats,  he  was  later  a  planter. 

Parents  of  Margaret  Townsend  (7)  were  Barkley  Townsend  (8),  died  1795 
and  Mary  (8).  This  Barkley  Townsend  (8)  had  cousins  who  were  Tories  but 

he  was  a  lieutenant  and  a  promoted  captain  in  the  Maryland  militia  during  the  Rev¬ 
olution,  and  had  been  drilling  militia  groups  before  the  Revolution  began.  Father 
of  Barkley  Townsend  (8)  was  Jeremiah  Townsend  (9),  and,  for  distinction  from 
some  others,  the  son  was  referred  to  as  "Barkley,  son  of  Jeremiah.'  Parents  of 
Jeremiah  Townsend  (9)  were  Brickus  (Brickhouse,  Brighouse)  Townsend  (10)  and 
Mary  (10).  Parents  of  Brickus  Townsend  (10)  were  Ann  Brickhouse  (Brig 

house)  (11)  and  Jeremiah  Townsend  (11).  Parents  of  Ann  Brighouse  (Brickhouse) 
(11)  were  George  Brickhouse  (Brighouse)  (12)  and  Hannah  (12).  Though  George 
signed  his  will  Brickhouse,  there  are  evidences  that  he  was  of  a  family  taking  their 
name  from  the  bridge  houses  over  the  Calder  River  in  Yorkshire's  West  Riding, 
England.  Parents  of  Jeremiah  Townsend  (11)  were  Elizabeth  Davenport  (or  Dam- 
port  or  Danford,  secondary  spellings)  (12)  and  John  Townsend  (12).  Parents  of 
Elizabeth  Davenport  (12)  were  Elizabeth  Taylor  (13)  and  Jeremiah  (Jeremy) 
Davenport  (13).  Parents  of  Elizabeth  Taylor  (13)  were  Elias  Taylor  (14)  and 
Elizabeth  (14).  If  the  Jeremiah  Davenport  (13)  was  a  son  of  Lancelot  Daven 
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port,  who  put  in  an  appearance  in  Virginia  within  a  dozen  years  of  the  Jamestown 
founding,  he  may  have  been  a  nephew  of  Humphrey  Davenport,  chancellor  of  the 
exchequer  at  one  time.  That  family  was  in  Cheshire  near  the  river  Dane  from  the 
time  of  the  Domesday  survey.  Farming  was  the  occupation  followed  by  Brighouse, 
Davenport  and  Townsend  family  members. 

Parents  of  Barkley  Townsend  Selby  (6)  (1784-1874)  were  Sarah  White 
Townsend  (7)  (1762-  )  and  William  Atkinson  Selby  (7)  (1757-1809).  William  A. 

Selby  (7)  was  a  private  in  the  Maryland  militia  during  the  Revolution.  Parents  of 
Sarah  White  Townsend  (7)  were  the  same  as  those  of  her  sister  Margaret  Townsend 
(7)  who  married 
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John  Cottingham,  died  1816  by  drowning  in  the  Ohio  River  while  en  route  to  Kentucky. 

All  preceding  lines  of  Sarah  White  Townsend  Selby  (7)  were  identical  with  those  of  her 
sister  Margaret  Townsend  Cottingham  and  are  not  repeated.  Parents  of  William 
Atkinson  Selby  (7)  were  Mary  Atkinson  (8)  and  John  Selby  (8).  W.  A.  Selby  (7)  was  one 
of  twin  boys.  Parents  of  Mary  Atkinson  Selby  (8)  were  Rachel  Laws  (9)  and  Angelo 
Atkinson  (9).  Father  of  Rachel  L.  Atkinson  was  William  Laws  (10).  Parents  of 
William  Laws  (10)  were  John  Laws  (11)  and  Katherine  (11).  Father  of  Angelo 
Atkinson  (9)  was  James  Atkinson  (10).  Parents  of  James  Atkinson  (10)  were  Elizabeth 
Scott  (11)  and  Joshua  Atkinson  (11). 

The  parents  of  John  Selby  (8)  were  Levinah  Atkinson  (9)  and  William  Selby  (9). 
Father  of  Levinah  Atkinson  (9)  was  John  Atkinson  (10).  The  father  of  William  Selby 
(9)  was  William  Selby  (10).  Parents  of  William  Selby  (10)  were  Thomas  Selby  (11)  and 
Mary  (11). 

The  parents  of  Josias  Wright  Brooks  (5)  1809- 1874,  who  married  secondly  Martha 
Damasias  Selby  (5)  1830-1916, were  Polly  Wright  (6)  and  John  Brooks  (6).  First  wife  of 
Josias  Wright  Brooks  (5)  was  Martha  Barding,  who  was  living  with  her  family  in  Bedford 
County,  Tennessee,  until  marriage  and  was  subsequently  in  McCracken  County,  Ky.  , 
and  Shelby  County,  Illinois.  Parents  of  Polly  Wright  (6)  were  Apphia  Randle  (7),  1761- 
,  and  Josias  Wright  (7)  1749-1824.  Parents  of  Apphia  Randle  (7)  were  Jane  Proctor 
(8)  and  Josias  Randle  (8).  Brother  of  Apphia  Randle  Wright  was  Josias  Randle,  Jr.  , 
noted  Methodist  minister  in  western  North  Carolina  and  in  Georgia,  being  in  Georgia  a 
district  superintendent  and  delegate  to  two  quadrennial  national  conferences.  After 
"location",  he  removed  to  vicinity  of  Edwardsville,  Madison  County,  Illinois,  and  had 
prominence  as  a  court  clerk.  Randles  and  Wrights  were  farmers  in  Brunswick  County, 
Virginia,  in  Anson  County,  N.  C.  and  in  Warren  County,  Georgia. 

James  Gray  Stewart,  1840-1895,  father  of  the  author  and  grandfather  of  Mary 
Margaret  Stewart  Binfield,  is  in  generation  4.  He  drove  an  ore  wagon  in  the  Blair 
County,  Pa.  ,  area  and  in  the  census  of  1860  was  working  on  a  farm  operated  by  a  widow 
Bell  near  the  family  homestead  in  Antis  township,  formerly  in  Huntingdon  County. 

J.  G.  Stewart  (4)  was  son  of  Keziah  Green  (5)  1817-1863,  and  Alexander  Malcolm 
Stewart  (5)  1809-1889.  Parents  of  Keziah  Green  were  Phoebe  Woolington  (6)  and  Jesse 
Green  (6)  1772-1824.  Parents  of  Jesse  Green  (6)  were  Jane  Buchanan  (7)  and  Robert 
Green  (7).  Parents  of  Robert  Green  were  Mary  Dean  (8)  and  James  Buchanan  (8). 

Robert  Green  (7)  was  in  the  Philadelphia  County  militia  during  the  Revolution,  was 
wounded,  moved  to  a  farm  in  the  Cumberland  County,  Pa.  ,  area,  where  he  died  in 
1790,  before  the  oldest  of  his  four  sons  became  of  age.  Returning  to  J.  G.  Stewart 
(4),  1840-1895,  he  served  as  musician  in  the  76th  Pa.  Vol.  Inf.  Regt.  ,  a  Zouave 
regiment,  three  years  and  three  months  and  was  honorably  discharged.  His  father, 
Alexander  Malcolm  Stewart  (5)  was  son  of  Mary  Gray  (6)  1789-1860;  and  John  Stewart 
(6)  1786-1825,  who  kept  a  tavern  at  Graysville,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.  Mary  Gray 
(6)  was  the  daughter  of  Rachel  Bateman  (7)  and  John  Gray  (7),  the  founder  of  Graysville. 
John  Stewart  (6)  was  son  of  Mary  Shannon  (7)  and  Alexander  Stewart  (7)  1755-1829.  _ 

Alexander  Stewart  (7)  was  the  son  of  Rosannah  Armstrong  (8)  and  of  Robert  Stewart  (8) 
1732-1816.  Robert  and  his  son  Alexander  were  Revolutionary  soldiers  serving  as 
"rangers  on  the  frontier",  like  many  others  from  middle  Pennsylvania  west.
